Unmet Needs of Taxpayers 


Recently the Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security put out its 
annual report. It was entitled the “Unmet 
Needs of People.” The report states that 
the department's purpose is “to meet as 
many existing economic and other needs 
as possible within the limitations of law, 
funds and agency policy.” As far as we 
can determine by cursory observation, the 
department is carrying out its objective as 
well as could be expected. 

The report goes on to make a good 
case for higher payments to the aged, dis- 
abled, blind and other needy adults, needy 
children, children in foster care, unmet 
medical needs of people as well as the need 
for more funds for administration. In sum- 
mation, the report makes this recommen- 
dation; “To enable the agency to meet more 
adequately and serve people better, the De- 
ea recommends that the 1957 Legis- 
ature provide more funds for all categories 
and funds for medical care, remove the le- 
gal limit on administrative costs and create 
public nursing homes.” 

This is all very well, but where does 
the money come from for these expanded 
programs? The only source of income for 
the state is the already abused taxpayer 


It took a long time coming and lots of 
people had a hand in accomplishing the 
task.

The past week or so there has been 
quite a spat of announcements in the daily 
papers about big name TV programs being 
cancelled along with predictions that other 
casualties are sure to follow. Edgar Bergen. 
Jane Wyman, Lucy-Desi and others have 
been cut off by their sponsors. 

According to newspaper reports this 
/panic of cancellations comes about as a 
result of the tremendous financial pres- 
sure on the sponsors. Important programs 
| competing with each other for name guest 
|stars have driven cost of TV programs up 
{to the point where even the most widely 
| distributed product can’t hope to have an 
'inerease in sales large enough to offset the 
| cost of the program. == 
Every time sponsors start complaining 
about high costs of putting on TV prog- 
| rams as compared to the maximum increase 
jin sales they can expect as a result of the 
| advertising, someone suggests pay TV. 
| That’s where the viewer in the home would 
| pay 50c or $1.00 for the privilege of seeing 
| his favorite program on his $400 TV set. 
| That might not work out too well. A 


man is informed that on a certain night at 
2 designated hour, he can see the opening 
night show of a highly-touted Broadway 
play. He makes arrangements to pay his 
stipend and the pictures gets unscramblee 
for his set. About the middle of the first 
act comes “Network Troubles” or “Sorry, 
it’s Us.” : 

When an Elbian goes own to the Elba 
Theater and pays his admission, he knows 
what the picture will be and has every rea- 
son to believe that he will get to see it 
from start to finish. In the seven years we 
have been in Elba, we have never heard of 
Dozier Roberts having ‘Network Trouble” 
and being unable to finish a show. 

The viewer has been trained by other 
entertainment media to expect a full show 
for his admittance fee. He expects to see 
the show from start to finish or at least 
have the privilege of walking out if he does 
not like it. “Network Trouble” will leave 
him with a “gypped feeling.” 

That problem will have to be whipped 
before pay TV gets really popular. 


leesianne Code Objectives Endorsed 


| Restrictions imposed by the Housing 
| Code adopted sume months ago by the Elba 
city council are just now making them- 
selves felt. In increasingly large numbers 
builders and homeowners wanting to im- 
prove their property are bumping into re- 
gulations that have never before been 
considered in Elba. 

A building permit issued by T. M. 
| Stroud, inspector for the city, has to be 
|secured before construction can begin. He 
; also checks it when its finished. This ap- 
plies to large and small builders. (It is only 
a matter of time until someone irritated by 
jrestrictions imposed by the code publicly 
|questions if everyone is buving building 
permits. Then a check will be made and 
those who did not get the necessary papers 
will be subject to penalties provided in the 
code, ) 

An explanation of why the Elba city 
council under two different administrations 
pursued the course of adopting a building 
code probably will help many see the ne- 
cessity of imposing the building regulations 

Under the impetus of the slum clear- 
ance program on Claxton Street, the city 
adopted its housing code. A municipal 
lhousing code is distinctly different from 
the usual building code because it seeks to 
achieve some of the environmental stand- 
ards for existing housing and zoning ordi- 
nances, subdivision controls and modern 
fire, health and safety codes for new hous- 
jing, Housing codes generally contain re- 
quirements for plumbing, heating and light- 
ie and occupancy standards directed to- 
yard contro! of overcrowding of structures 


and overdensity of neighborhoods. 

To qualify for federal aid for either 
slum clearance or neighborhood conserva- 
tion under the Housing Act of 1954, com- 
munities without such codes or without the 


procedure for enforcing scattered regula- 
tions must demonstrate they are working 


towards this goal. This requirement is oné 
of seven elements of what is known as a 
local “workable program” for urban re- 
newal. 

The Elba Planning Commission prepar- 
ed the housing code for the town, held a 
public hearing at which no protests were 
heard and then gave a final draft of the 
code to the city council. The council adopt- 
ed it. 

The code’s general objectives are to 
provide more decent, healthier and safer 
housing, renewing substandard sections of 
the city, and eliminating slums. Regulations 
keep new slums from forming faster than 
the old ones can be removed. 

Some persons who run afoul of the 
myriad regulations covered in the book 
called “Southern Building Code” will be- 
moan the day the city government imposed 
this millstone of “red tape” around their 
necks. 

However, the general objectives of the 
different codes adopted by the council in 
the past two years are to be strongly en- 
dorsed. On the whole they will provide more 
decent, healthier and safer housing. renew 
substandard sections of Elba and eliminate 
and prevent slums. The regulations are 
needed to bring the town a well-rounded 
residential growth.
